extent as that by which the abutment of the relieved portion of the back part 
extends outward from the outer wall surface thereof, the abutment of the back part 
comprising a continuous narrow flange protruding outwardly from the relieved 
portion and forming an outmost edge of the back part within the recessed portion 
of the front part when the back is closed such that none of the back part extends 
outwardly of the abutment of the recessed portion of the front part of the pack 
when the pack is closed.
